Lawn mower safety tips provided 
by local Emergency Management

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nothing really prevents grass 
from growing - so the mowers 
come out. Since it is such a com- 
mon activity, there is a tendency 
to view lawn mowing as being 
less hazardous than is really the 
case. 

The following is a safety 
guide explaining how to mini- 
mize risk while using a lawn 
mower. 

The blade on the common 
lawn mower rotates to provide 52 
cuts per second. Translated into 
feet, the tip of the cutting blade 
of the mower travels about 300 
feet in the same second. This is 
not an amusing fact. 

Each year, it is not uncommon 
to hear about an individual’s foot 
that was caught underneath a al- 
behind mower or a passing car, 
or about the person whose eye 
got hit by an object thrown by a 
mower, a or a child that was 
backed over by a riding lawn 
mower. Increasingly, there seem 
to be more instances of larger 
lawn tractors overturning and 
pinning the operator. 

Here are a few reminders of 
techniques for safe operation 
with a walk-behind mower: 

1 . READ the owner’s manual. 
It contains information about 
your specific mower. 

2. Wear proper clothing: close 
fitting clothes and shoes with 
toes and traction soles (prefer- 
ably leather). 

3. Eye protection is always 
recommended. 

4. Ear protection will reduce 
the level of noise heard. 

5. Clear the area to be mowed 
of debris that may be thrown - 
the same updraft that helps raise 
the grass for better mowing also 
helps to pick up objects. 

6. Keep children and other by- 
standers away from the mowing 
area. 

7. Mow in a FORWARD di- 
rection. It is more difficult at 
times, but safer. 

8. When mowing on a slope, 
mow across the slope with a 
walk-behind mower. This keeps 
a greater distance between you 
and the mower in case of a slip. 

9. Wait until the grass is dry 
before mowing. It is very diffi- 
cult to do in years such as this. 
When the grass is growing rap- 
idly, there is typically more grass 
left from the previous cutting. 
This retains moisture and causes 
slips. This is in addition to the 
lack of traction normally avail- 
able on wet grass. 

10. ALWAYS shut off the 
mower before adjusting or clear- 
ing clogs. 

11. Allow the motor to cool 
before refueling. Use only ap- 
proved safety containers to store 
fuel. 

For riding mowers, follow the 
above recommendations except 
for #9. For riding lawn mowers 
always mow UP and DOWN the 
slope. 

1. NEVER carry passengers. 

2. Remove the ignition key 
after each use. 

3. Use age 10 as a guideline 
to allow youth to operate mow- 
ers. It is not until this age that 
many youths have developed 
cognitive and motor abilities 
needed for safe operation. Even 
at this age, adult supervision is a 
necessity. The experience gained 
by safely and successfully oper- 
ating a rider lawn mower can 
provide a solid base for operat- 
ing larger equipment and ve- 
hicles in the future. 

Use a 15 percent slope as the 
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a man of 5 ’8”, this would trans- 
late conservatively into three av- 
erage steps and the height of the 
knee. If after taking three steps, 
you have risen more than the 
height of your knee, the slope is 
too steep. 

• Keep all safety devices, 
switches, guards and shields in 
place and working. 

• Before dismounting, shut off 
the engine and allow attachments 
to stop moving.

bull purchase or lease and semen 
purchases.) 

• Cattle Handling Facilities 
(includes working equipment, 
chutes, panels, squeeze chute, 
etc.) 

• Commercial Poultry, Dairy 
& Swine (includes sprayers, lit- 
ter management, milk cooling 
equipment, etc.) 

• Farm Livestock Fencing (in- 
cludes fence, per linear foot.) 

• Hay Straw & Commodity 
Shed (includes hay handling 
equipment, wagons, jacks, kicker 
wagons, etc.) 

• Forage Improvement (in- 
cludes seed, lime, herbicides, 
fence and water.) 

• Goat & Sheep (includes 
bucks, rams, working equipment, 
etc.) 

• On-Farm Efficiency & Pro- 
duction (includes grain drying 
systems, cooling bins, automatic 
milker drip irrigation, etc.) 

• On-Farm Water Enhance- 
ment (includes city/county wa- 
ter lines for farm use, ponds, etc.) 

• Technology (includes GPS 
monitor/receivers, scale head, 
CPH 45 tags, pH meter, refrac- 
tometer, etc.) 

To be eligible for this grant, 
applicants must provide a farm 
serial number per social security 
number, dependence on tobacco 
income either by being a current 
tobacco producer or by having 
participated in a buyout agree- 
ment will be given consideration. 
Sons or daughters of parent(s) 
that meet the above tobacco de- 
pendence are also eligible.

FATAL WRECK 

Lexington businessman Ronald 
Zavitz, driver of a 2003 
Hyundai, shown above at left, 
was killed June 26 in a three- 
vehicle crash on Ky. 519 near 
West Liberty. In the back- 
ground, emergency personnel 
work to extract Brock Standafer 
of West Liberty from the 2009 
Dodge pickup he was driving 
when it collided with Zavitz’s north bound car. Both Zavitz and 
Standafer had to be removed from the wrecckage by mechanixal 
means. State Police said Standafer’s vehicle then struck the 2001 
Chevrolet, photo at right.Zavitz was pronounced dead at the scene 
by Coroner Kenny Perry. Standafer and the occupants of the third 
vehicle, said to be two young women and a baby from Elliott 
County, were all airlifted from the scene to area hospitals. 
Standafer suffered serious injuries that reportedly included a bro- 
ken shoulder and limbs. Though their injuries were not life-threat- 
ening, one of the women was believed to have suffered internal 
injuries, the other reportedly had a broken ankle, and the baby 
was injured as well. State Police said there was no indication 
that alcohol or drugs were a factor.

Turner describes the upcom- 
ing season as an “investment in 
the future.” While he admits it 
will be difficult, it is likely not 
to be permanent. 

“I’m hoping this will be for 
only one,” Turner said. “I want 
to turn things over to John 
Brown, Mike Muse and other 
coaches who will be involved. 
I’m looking forward to that.” 

While Brown and Muse will 
coordinate the middle school 
program, Joe Curd, Chris 
Whisman and Chris Lacy will 
serve as assistant coaches. After 
a 16-1 campaign in 2008, Turner 
believes the pieces are in place 
for another successful season. 

As for the high school side- 
lines, the Cougar coach has a 
five-man staff already in place. 
First-year coaches Will Noble 
and John Fugate will join their 
long-time friend at Morgan 
County. Noble was a member of 
Breathitt County’s first two state 
championship teams that re- 



corded 30 straight wins. Fugate 
is another former Bobcat player 
who will serve as defensive co- 
ordinator at MCHS. 

Former Morgan County assis- 
tant Jerry Hopkins returns to the 
staff as quarterback coach. He, 
along with Mark “Polo” 
Easterling, will work with defen- 
sive backs and linebackers. 
Easterling will also serve as jun- 
ior varsity coach. 

And, of course, a Morgan 
County coaching staff would not 
be complete without the legend- 
ary Donnie McKenzie, who is 
undoubtedly the heart and soul of 
Cougar football. From helmets 
and mouthpieces to water jugs 
and shoulder pads, there is noth- 
ing Donnie does not know or do. 
McKenzie will be on the side- 
lines for his fourth decade.
